Blaine is now ou his way across 
the Atlantic. What will be his re- 
ception on the Continent? What 
his reception on his return? Will 
this representative American, like 
Grant on his tour, be the honored 
guestof kings and other potentates 
of Europe? When he again places 
foot on Amercan soll will the ova- 
tion be like that accorded to Grant? 
These are questions in which every 
lover of our American institutions 
takes an interest. He goes to Eu- 
rop-, not as a Republican or a Dem- 
ocrat, not as a commissioned officer 
wearing the badge that signifies 
power, but asa private citizen and 
an exponent of Republican govern- 
ment. In such capacity he repre- 
sents the whole people, aud in the 
honor shewn him this Nation is 
honored. The names of Clay, 
Webster and Douglass are men- 
tioned with pride by every real 
American; not less so in future 
years will be the name of Blaine 
when the partizan strife is ended 
and the bitterness forgotten. His 
name to America is as is Glad- 
stone’s to England, Bismarck’s to 
Germany and just now Bolanger’s 
to France. In the interest of our 
good name abroad we hope and ex- 
pect that our great representative of 
American ideas in Europe will re- 
ceive the honor which the name of 
Blaine merits wherever Anglo- 
Saxon is spoken. 


General Rosecrans wishes to be 
Superintendeat of the Coast Sur- 
vey. This position he merits end 
ean fill ably. He merits it from 
long and faithful service to his 
country. Not only as asoldier, but 
as a civilian, his record is most 
creditable. As to his professional 
qualifications for the position there 
is no question.

It was then voted to proceed to nom- 
inate by ballota candidate to fill tbe va- 
cancy occasioned by the death of Mr. 
Pike. Voting proceeded amid much 
subdued excitement, and resulted in 
the choice of William G. Chandler, of 
Concord. The fesult was received 
with loud and continued applause. On 
motion, the nomination was made 
unanimous, amid much enthusiasm.

THE TRUCKEE WATER. 


Its Impurities Shown by Distilla- 
tion—A Correspondent Heard 
From on the Matter. 


The Truckee Republican, ia com- 
meuting on the statement made by 
the GAZETTE that the river water 
had been tested here to the entire 
satisfaction of our people, says: 
We now ask if the analysis was 
scientifically made or was it the 
result of guess work. If the for- 
mer, was it a qualitive or quanti- 
tive one? What is demanded is a 
quantative aualysis and if the Ga- 
ZETTEE has the figures, will it 
please publish them.“ The test al- 
luded to was made by distillation 
and in quantities, This manner of 
treating the water has been carried 
on by a prominent druggist for 
more than two years and during 
that time barrels of the water have 
been subjected to this test in order 
to purify i; if possible for medicinal 
purposes. The precipitate left in 
the still bas been of the most nau- 
seating description and the odor 


arising from it was simply horrible. 
Good mountain water precipitates 
nothing of this description. 
The odor of sawdust in tbe 
water is so strong that it cannot 
be eradicated even by distillation, 
as has been fully demonstrated 
by this druggist. Arrangements 
are being made to have the 
water scientificaliv analyzed 
and we will then most will- 
ingly accomodate the Truckee edi- 
tor with the figures he desires. A 
correspondent writes to the Ga- 
ZETTE concerning the matter, and 
among other things he says: 


Now, I think it is fully settled end 
established by most important author- 
ity that there are but three sources of 
water pollution which are of a serious 
nature—namely: sewage from towns 
and cities along the course of the 
stream; decaying animal matter, which 
may be but a result of othe: processes 
of decay, and is very prop- 
erly denominated organic matter, 
and the contamination produced 
by decaying vegetable matter, 
which, during the process of such de- 
com position, may produce several in- 
organic forms, the most deadly of 
which belong to the chemical albu- 
menoids, and the effects of which in 
the haman being produce fevers of 
the lowest or typboid tyre, and whick 
show most conclusively a process of 
slow but sure poisoning, ia which 
every organ in the whole body receives 
its deadly potion. This and thealloyd 
form of inorganic life are the direct 
result of — — veg, Bee decom- 

ition, and are not to detected by 
the critical chemical analysis they so 
wisely ask usif we have made. Did 
the Trackee people ever hear of such 
an instrument as a microscop ? If 
they have seen one they have seen 
the instrument which will furnish 
them all thé information needed upon 
the subject. But we know whereof 
we affirm wheu we say that the decay- 
ing sawdust and bark thrown inio the 
stream do produce all these forms of 
decay and death, and also affirm that 
we have seen them in active existence, 
ready to begin their deadiy work 
whenever taken into the human stom- 
ach. And again, the people of Reno 
are not bereft of their senses, for they 
see, taste and smell.
